able to nation, state, county and city; until 
sometimes the average man wonders if hé is 
here for the express purpose of handing over 
to the tax-gaters half or more of every fleeting 
dollar he can momentarily stop and grab, the 
impression grows all over the country, as ex- 


Dressed by people and civic and other organiza-' 


tions, that the recent decision by the supreme 
court that the billionaire corporations can pay 
their. dividends to their stockholdef$, most of 
whom being among the rich, in stock, and that 
stock is not taxable, is unjust, unfair: wholly 
in favor of one class as against another, and al- 
together rotten from stem to gudgeon, . 
If any police judge or justice of the peace 
would render any such decision he would be in 
danger of being ridden out of town on a rail, and 
would deserve something of the sort. We 
know of no police judge or justice of the peace 
who-has not more sense and knowledge of con- 
stitutional law and’ of equity than to render 
any such decision. If we knew of any such 
we should advocate his recall upon the grounds 
of inability and compound. boneheadedness. 
That decision issues to the plutocrat, a patent 
of nobility’ in supposedly democratic America, 
‘and declares that he belongs to a privileged 
class in nowise amendable to the same laws that 
govern t proletarian. It erects a barrier be- 
tween Dives and Lazarus and draws the line 
of battle between the cormorant and the com- 
mune, “ < : 
Such distortion of our laws of justice would 
transform the federal constitution from a pal- 
ladium of liberty into an instritment of oppres- 
sion and.a tool’ of tyranny. That decision, in 
the face of the taxation burdens being handed 
down from the rich to the poor' right now -in 
the shape of profiteering prices, is a challenge 
to destiny, a red blanket in the face of an angry 
bull, @ mockery of Samson by fodlish Philistines 
as he stands, blind and desperate, with his arms 
‘encircling ‘the pillars of our political temple. 
‘Such Jaws, if: ‘allowed: to stand, would be crimes 
_ against. the: common: people of the whole nation, 
“a ‘poisoned dirk driven into, the. neste vitals of 
the ‘American republic, © 
Doubtless. the occupants of our supreme 
benches resemble Brutus in that they are all 


=« “honorable men,” but if such an illogical and in- 


famous decision were to be rendered by any 

petit jury a howl would go up that would rock 
the Temple of Justice, ag well as the Bolshevik 
boat, 

There has. been, offered a bill in the present 
Congress: to make those stock dividends taxable, 
and to do something for our returned soldiers 
with the millions.thus “raised, but the congres- 
sional majority turned it to the wall, for reasons 
which may as well be imagined as described in 
public print, and substituted for the same a 
théasure creating a tax of one-fourth of one 
per cent on all sales of whatsoever ‘kind or 

“mature. Thus did Congress side in with the 
*hien court in the,decision that taxation must 
be wrung from the, poor and the rich be al- 
lowed a loophole through which they can escape. 

Wealth, ‘organized and entrenched, has de- 

“ creed that the consumer must bear the burden, 
and this decree igs now upheld by our high 
court and our Congress. Such a decision is 
downright ,and_ absolutely dangerous, and may 
turn out to be more dangerous to ‘those who 
have created it than those upon whose backs 
the burden- has been bound,
